In Canada the CCF proposes as 
one of its first steps, if it comes 
to office, to socialize the private 
banking system, to place all de- 
positors’ money and all loans to 
business under the complete con- 
trol of the government. The CCF, 
therefore, should be Interested 
in the fate of an identical) policy 
attempted by the Labor Govern- 
ment of Australia. 

The Australian Government un- 
\dertook to socialize the nation's 
trading banks. The necessary law 
had hardly been passed before 
state governments and large sec- 
tions of the Labor Party revolted 
against it, The spearhead of the 
attack, it should be noted, came 
from within the Labor Party it- 
self, from socialist sympathizers 
who feared a great central bank- 
ing monopoly and the loss of the 
states’ control over their own 
banks. 

The protest against the federal 
government's centralist policies 
followed a referendum in which 
the people of the states 1efused to 
surrender their taxing powers to 
the federal authorities and fol- 
lowed also the refusal to give the 
federal government control over 
prices. 


Curbed 


At Centre 
The people” of Australia, in 
other words, showed their de- 


termination to curb the growing 
structure of socialism at the cen- 
tre 

The highest Australian court 
has now ruled on. the policy of 
socialized banks, It says by a vote 
of five judges to one, ‘hat the 
new banking legislation is inval- 
id as infringing state eights, Un- 
less the central government ap- 
peals this decision lo the Privy 
Council in London and that final 
tribunal reverses the Australian 
court’s decision, the socialistic 
banking policy is dead 

No part of the British Com- 
monwealth has yet socialized the 
commercial banking system and 
placed both private depositors 
and commercial borrowers at the 
mercy of the government, and 
hence of political influence 

The British Labor Government, 
of which the CCF claims to be 
the Canadian counterpart, has 
undertaken no such policy, It has 
merely nationalized the Bank of 
England which, before this for 
mal step, was actually an organ of 
the state as is the Bank of Cana- 
da already, And in Australia, 
where the allempt to socialize 
banking was made, the Labor 
party was split wide open, the 
socialist politicians of the states 
fought the central government 


and the bave found the 
whole proje egal. 

The events in Britala and Aus. 
tralla, under socialistic govern. 
ments, should curb the enthu- 
siasm of the CCF for socialis) 
banking, But the enthusiasm of 
the CCF for any project which 
expands the power of the state, 
in any direction or for any 
purpose, is not easily curbed, for 
all such projects are easy when 
they are only in the blueprint 
stage. As Australia has found, 
the trouble starts when the gov- 
ernment tries to bring the blue- 
print to life and the public te 
heard from, 

It is doubtful that the full scope 
of the CCF’s banking policy is 
fully understood by the Canadian 
public, or even by the rank and 
file of CCF voters. Many people 
undoubtedly suppose that the CCF 
is only endeavoring to put the 
state In complete control of the 
basic monetary mechanism and 
credit policies of the country to 
enable the state, in short, to de- 
cide whether money is to be 
plentiful or scare and to relate 
the medium of exchange accur- 
ately to the amount of goods in 
production and consumption, 

In fact, the state already has 
these powers in Canada, through 
the Bank of Canada and is exer- 
cising them daily, Our general 
money system is under the com- 
plete control of public authority 
as it was not before the Bank of 
Canada was established. 


Goes Much 
Further 


The CCF policy, however, goes 
much further than this when it 
proposes to socialize the private 
banks, It would mean not only 
that every citizen's bank account 
would be in the hands of a single 
state monopoly, instead of being 
where he chooses to put it, in 
one bank or another. 

It would méan also that when 
any business, from the largest to 
the smallest, sought a loan (and 
every business borrows money 
from time to time), it would not 
deal with a bank which has no 
interest in the political com- 
plexion of the borrower, but with 
a government board which would 
be constantly subject to political 
pressure and would have to carry 
out the exact policies of the gov- 
ernment 

Herein lies the essential differ- 
ence between the present system 
and the CCF system, which Aus- 
tralia Is rejecting, which Britain, 
under socialism, is not attempting 
to enforce.

The American-Soviet consulate 
clash is the sharp, quick shower 
which helps clear the air, rather 
than the cloudburst which does 
heavy damuge 

When Washington several days 
ago asked Moscow to recall the 
Soviet consul - general Jakob 
Lomakin, for “highly improper” 
activities in the case of the ref- 
ugee Soviet school teachers in 
New York, it was a foregone con 
clusion that the Russians would 
dramatize the situation to save 
face. Thus it occasions no sui 


prise to see them close not only 
their big New York consulate 
but their San Francisci head 


quarters as well. It was equally 
certain that they would retaliate 
by closing the American consu 
late in Viadivostock 

Actually, neither country will 
suffer much materially through 
the transaction. Consulates deal 
mainly with trade, and there has 
been a heavy drop in Russo 
American business since United 
States export controls were im- 
posed last March, 

So far as concerns the consu 
late in Viadivostok, it was so 
hamstrung by the Reds that it 
didn't amount to much They 
even threw brilliant floodlights 
on the building to make sure 
that callers at night could be 
identified 

The break affects the field of 
commerce rather than d'plomacy 
Both countries continue to main 
tain their embassies 20 that af- 


fairs of state will be transacted
